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‘GOLDWIN SMITH 


Some months ago an English re- 
view referred to “the miracle of Gold- 
win Sinith.” The writer's meaning 
was obviotis. Fifty years before, he 
had been a leading man of letters, a 
great mid-Victorian figure, and here 
he was, a decade after the dawn of 
the twenticth century, still taking an 
active part in the discussion of those 
matters which lie closest to the inter- 
ests. of the race, his never-idle pen 
as efficient as cver. 

Men like Freeman, Froude and 
others of less distinction, who have 
_long since passed into history, oc- 
cupied in turn the professorship of 
modern history in the University of 
Oxford, one of the proudest posts in 
the academic world. Goldwin Smith 
was their predecessor. The period 
in which Disraeli was to the fore in 
British politics is a long distance 
removed from our own, and he was 
a celebrated novelist before he stood 
in the forefront as a politician. Yet 
in his best remembered work, ‘“Loth- 
air,’ Goldwin Smith figured, in a very 
thin disguise, as a leading character. 
Some time ago he told of a conver- 
sation he had in his youth with a lady 
who knew the elder Pitt. 

In a very real sense, therefore, a 
most important link with the past 
has been severed ‘by the death of 
“the sage of the Grange” in Toronto 
yesterday. 

This is hardly the place to attempt 
an adequate review of the services 
of so distinguished a publicist and 
scholar, Certain it that he will 

always rank with the great mas- 
ters of English prose. But he was 
much more ‘than this. The cause of 
hoxesty. of thought has never had 
a more doughty champion and_ the 
forces of folly and ignorance have 
much less of a hold in the world be- 
cause he lived. In Canada, where 
he has made his home for/forty years, 
it is only of late that he has been 
appreciated to anything like the ex- 
tent that a man of his character

A contemporary) comments  sev- 
erely on the action of the Hon, 
ST Sifton in stepping down from 
the bench to lead the government 
of Alberta. The theory is that a man 
who goes upon the bench leaves be- 
hind him all his bias and prejudice, 
political and otherwise, and becomes 
a sort of embodiment of law. The 
fact is that a judge is human, and re- 
tains plenty of prejudices of all kinds, 
though he may strive honestly to do 
justice. His peculiarities become 
known to the bar, and lawyers man- 
oeuvre to get a case before him or to 
avoid him as their clients’ interests 
may dictate. 

If a judge finds himself pining for 
political strife, or believes that he can 
do better service as a Minister than 
as .an interpreter of the law, it is 
surely better that he should follow 
his inclination. To keep him on. the 
bench gaainst his inclination will not 
convert him into a legal monk — It 
must be said that Canadian experi- 
ence of judges coming back into poli- 
tics has been fortunate. The practice 
gave us Sir Oliver Mowat as Pre- 
mier of Ontario, and Sir John Thomp- 
son as Premier of Canada. Both 
these men carried itno politics a judi- 
cial spirit, whicl’ added to the dig- 
nity of the legislative bodies of which 
they were members, while their skill 
as jurists was useful in shaping legis- 
lation. lf the Hon. A..L. Sifton does 
aswell, neither he nor Alberta will 
have reason to regret the step he has 
taken. 

There is another point of resem- 
blance between Sir Oliver Mowat and 
the Hon. AL. Sifton. Mr. Mowat 
was placed at the head of Ontario af- 
fairs five years after the new Province 
was constituted, and thus had a large 
share of the work of Jaying the foun- 
dations of provincial law. Mr. Sif- 
ton becomes premier of Alberta in the 
fifth year of its history, and will thus 
have an opportunity of shaping its 
legislation in the early and formative 
portion of its career.

That the paving of Jasper avenue 
from Eleventh street to Sixteenth 
street should be begun immediately 
was the decision arrived at by the 
city council last night. The report 
of the commissioners recommended 
that the paving of the car tracks on 
this avenue be omitted for the pre- 
sent. Allowing for sidewalks four- 
teen fect wide and omitting a strip 
of pavement occupied by the car 
tracks twenty feet wide will leave 
roadways between curb and railway 
strip twenty-six feet wide, which is 
more than ample for accommodation 
of all traffic on this avenue for some 
time to come. 

The car tracks at street intersec- 
tions will be planked. 

A communication had been received 
stating that the general route of the 
Pine Pass Railway Co. was now in 
the hands of the Minister of the In- 
terior for, his approval, and that 
copies of the plans were on their 
way to the council, A resolution was 
made that the plans be duly filed. 
The Pine Pass Railway will run from 
Edmonton via the Pine Pass to Fort 
George. 

The commissioners presented a fav- 
orable report as to the ‘case of a 
man reported by the United Aids as 
being destitute in Edmonton; and it 
was decided to subscribe the amount 
necessary, combined with the offer 
of $20 from the United Aids society, 
to take him back to his home in 
London, Ont. 

Abolish Poll Tax. 

The report of the assessment com- 
mittee which was presented by Ald. 
McInnis favored the abolition of the 
poll tax. The report recommended 
that the tax be abolished simply by 
not enforcing the bylaw under which 
it is collected. The report was ad- 
opted by the council. 

A communication had been received 
from Messrs. Grant and Bishop on 
behalf of their clients, the Edmonton 
Stationery Co, requesting the coun- 
cil'to amend the bylaw dealing with 
book-canvassing business. The by- 
law in its present state would totally 
prevent the canvassing of books, 
while it licensed almost every other 
kind of canvassing. The matter was 
turned over to the commissioners to 
investigate.’

who presented the report of the un- 
ion committee. The controlling idea

The re- 
port, after reviewing the history of 
the movement since the invitation for 
negotiations wus received from the 
Methodist Church in 1902, argued that 
union was the duty of all Christian 
people, if not forbidden * by 
science; that the benefits of union 
would be many; that union was re- 
quired by the greatness of the task 
of the evangelization of the world; 
that that the present proposed union 
might be the precursor of a still wid- 
er union. The assembly was, there- 
fore, asked for its formal approval of 
a basis of union and to send docu- 
ments to all Presbyteries to be voted 
upon, such vote to be reported to the 
assembly of 1911 and final action to 
be taken in 1912. 

The final and decisive vote on the 
question was taken at the close of the 
afternoon session. Earlier in the day 
it had been arranged that at a fixed 
hour Rev. Dr. Patrick should be given 
thirty minutes for his closing address 
and he began to speak at five o'clock. 
The vote was taken shortly before six 
and resulted as follows: For the ad- 
option of the report of the union com- 
mittee, 184; against the report, 73. 

This vote does not indicate the feel- 
ing of the assembly on the question 
of union in itself According to the 
Gndines of the Union committee, the 
report is to be sent this year to the 
Presbyterian Assembly for consider-

BUILD THE ROADS 


Ontario Government Will Utilize 
Men in Jails on Coloniza- 
tion Roads 


Toronto, June 8.—The Ontario gov- 
ernment is evidently preparing to 
make radical changes in the treatment 
of prisoners in custody in the differ- 
}ent provincial jails and prisons. Fol- 


Hlowing the establishment of the big nhreais 


| Central Prison farm at Guelph, comes 
{the inauguration or a plan whereby 
Hes prisoners in the northern jails 
will be set to making colonization 
roads throughout: northern Ontario. 
| This was recommended by Hon. Dr 
Reaume, Minister of Public Works, 
on his return from the north about 
two months ago. 

The government has established 
near Matheson on the T. and N. O. 
Railway a prison camp which will at 

Joace begin the construction of a road 
through to the Porcupine Gold Camp. 

About twenty prisoners in all will 
be employed. They will be taken 
from jails in the north and suitably 
guarded while at work. The Prison 

! Department will be responsible for 
their safe custody while the Depart- 
ment of Public Works will lock after 
the commissariat. ‘The camp will be 
moved ahead each day to keep abreast 
of the work. 

All the work of road making will 
have to be done, as the existing road 
is merely a trail, which has, however, 
been properly surveyed. The convicts 
will have to build three. bridges on 
the way. The different jails in the 
north will be carefully gone through’ 
to get the best class of prisoners. 
They will all be men whose terms 
of imprisonment will be long  en- 
ough to enable them to finish the 
work in hand.

A Railroad That Is Useless. 

He is a chief promoter of the IHud- 
son’s ‘Bay Railway. The government 
is pledged to build that line. Ir will 
run to a port of no terminals where 
very costly ones must be needed in 
case the road ever carries much traf- 
fic. The Bay is navigable for three 
months a year—enthusiasts say four 
or five. It will require, if frequented 
by commercial steamers, immense ¢X- 
penditures in light houses and other 
beacons. ‘Che Hudson's Bay Railway 
rolling stock will, according to the re- 
porting engineer, lie idle nine months 
of .the year, unless transferred ‘to 
some road that can be operated in 
winter. A main purpose of the pro- 
ject is to divert traffic from Quebec 
“and Maritime Province ports. ‘To 
get traffic to these ports the govern- 
ment is building the National. ‘lrans- 
continental Railway at a cost, in cash 
and guarantees, of some two hundred 
and twenty-five million dollars. ’ No 
telling, or even imagining what the 
Hudson’s Bay Railway will cost. Pos- 
sibly it cannot be constructed, so vast 
and bottomless are the swamps en 
route said to be. Altogether, the 
project seems to be one of the most 
superfluous and premature. But Mr. 
Sifton |favors it.. He has been doing 
so any ‘time the last twenty-five years. 
If Earl Grey can be got over the road, 
and then induced to bless it—what a 
grand advertisement! Oodles of Brit- 
ish capital may be roped in. His ex- 
cellency’s wildwood junket appears 
about as well: conceived a business 
project as even Mr. Sifton has ever 
launched. “But. the Hudson's Bay 
Railway is opposed) by the great 
Globe itself, of. Toronto, chief On- 
tario Liberal paper. How Quebec and 
the Maritime Provinces can be recon- 
ciled to the expenditure of many mil- 
lions on it, when they so much need 
all manner of useful developing 
work, bangs banagher to understand. 
Manitoba. has favored it since the 
mists of Manitoba antiquity, or for 
full thirty years.

Equally on 
the face of it, he succeeds a very 
worthy. man, Mr. Rutherford, who 
has, almost certainly, been made the 
victim of an elaborate conspiracy. He 
and his colleagues were charged with 
having corruptly entered into a guar- 
antee of $7,400,000 bonds for build- 
ing the Alberta and Great Waterways 
Railway. It was designed to open 
up_a great north region, extending 
from Edmonton, Aiberta’s seat of 
government, three hundred miles.

No ordinary government 
would have yielded to the demand 
for an investigation, but would’ have 
insisted that clear, precise charges 
should be made before one were con- 
ceded, But Mr. Rutherford felt in- 
nocent, He wished to conciliate all. 
He -was obviously much affected by 
the bolt of partisans whom the peo- 
ple had elected on account of his spot- 
less reputation. The good man may 
have imagined that it would be en- 
ough to prove himself and his col- 
leagues innocent of corruption. So 
he arranged an investigation by jud- 
ges of the superior courts 


Rutherford and His Cabinet Guiltless 


The inquiry is about closed. It has 
not revealed one iota of corruption in 
any. minister, nor even ground for 
reasonable suspicion of any. Noth- 
ing more was shown than that Mr. 
J. P. Morgan's firm had taken the 
guaranteed bonds, and marketed them 
at ten per cent. profit. The inner 
dealings. of the company or syndi- 
cate which undertook the road were 
exposed Nothing worse there than 
the usual more or less cut-throat pro- 
ceedings that promoters work on one 
another. Absolutely nothing semains 
today of the charges of political cor; 
ruption, The one thing that can. be 
urged against the project itself is that 
the road would serve an unpeopled 
region, ie, it is a colonization road. 
Were there no “nigger in the fence,” 
no conspiracy. moving the opponents 
of Rutherford, they must have apol- 
ogized to him, and thereafter stood 
faithfully by him. But no. Proot of 
his innocence strengthened their re- 
solution to put him down and out. 
Rutherford, as in mere disgust at this 
perversity of the bolters, resigned. 
So did all his colleagues. Then Jus- 
tice Sifton came down from the 
bench to take Rutherford’s place. It 
is said that he can reunite the party 
in the Assembly 

Perhaps so, if Cross be meek en- 
ough to surrender, Edmonton | is 
standing by him well. This may mean 
large trouble for Mr, Feauk Oliver, 
Minister of Interior at Ottawa, who 
‘now represents Edmonton in the Fed- 
eral 'louse. Ie was formerly very 
thick with Coess Recently ius paper, 
the Baths sn, aay ba sad co have em- 
ployed a tavor on that ventlaren No 
obvious reason for this, save that 
Cross was supported by a new and 
excellent paper, The Capital, which 
had the temerity to compete with Mr 
Oliver's Bulletin. The queerest thing 
of all is that Mr. Oliver, who. suc- 
ceeded Mr. Clifford Sifton as Mints- 
ter of the Interior, who often “buck- 
ed” him in Parliament, and who cer- 
tainly ‘did not love him in any. capa: 
city, is reported by an_undoubtable 
authority as hugely delighted with the 
Sifton succession in Alberta! Such 
is the placability of some human na- 
tures. Possibly Mr. Cross may mani- 
fest the like by accepting place in the 
Siftonian Alberta cabinet. This would 
be an immense concession for him 
to make, since he was entitled to the 
premiership. on Rutherford’s resigna- 
tion. 


What Cross Has Done for Alberta 
Cross is a Liberal of the advanced 
school, detested by that worn-out lais- 
sez faire kind who aid corporate. in- 
terests and who long to saddle the 
producing. classes forever with priv- 
ileged parasites, who can be counted 
on for election funds. He made war 
on hoggish combines. His was the 
radicalism that energized the Ruth-| 
erford government in establishing al 
provingial telephone system, In cheap- 
ening hail insurance to the farmers, 
in suppression‘of a greedy lumber 
trust, in preventing the liquor inter- 
ests dabauching ‘the young. men of 
rural communities, in maintaining that 
order so obnoxious to “the bad man,” 
in taxing the railway companies fair- 
ly and firmly,. in pressing a forth- 
coming trial of the great question 
whether an old agreement of the 
Federal power with the Canadian Pa- 
cific Railway Company relieves that 
immense corporation from large at- 
tempted provincial taxation, in  ad- 
yancing generally those ideas of col- 
lectivism. which are increasingly ap- 
proved by the Canadian as well as 
American Westerners. Cross was 
plainly opposed to placing the credit 
and resources of his province too lav- 
ishly at the disposal of the formid- 
able Canadian Northern | Railroad 
power, which has appeared with 
strength in Alberta of late, and whose 
amazingly able managers appeared 
hostile to the entrance of those Am- 
erican rivals who undertook the Great 
Waterways project. The Canadian 
Northern’ people have long seemed 
peculiarly dear to the heart of Mr 
Clifford Sifton, now a vastly. rich 
man, to whom. this correspondence 
has often been friendly and defensive 
when he stood charged ‘on surmise 
with gaining wealth by political | sor- 
iruption, and against whom the:Scotch 
verdict “not proven’ was invariably 
registered by public opinion.

Some Mysterious Movements, 
Altogether, the rebeilion of. his... 


clected supporters against, Mr. Ruth- 
erford must be regarded as mysteri- 
ous. Not one iota of wrongdoing 
has, after thre months of most rigid 
and unprecedented examination, been 
proved against him or his colleagues. 
They were a plain set of men. They 
were true to the public welfare. They 
organized the first Ministry of Al- 
berta and carried on the departments 
so well that every educational and ut- 
ilitarian purpose has been actively 
promoted at low cost and without 
one tittle or even suspicion of boodle 
work. Reasonable sinference must 
hold that, prima facie, they have been 
destroyed by a secret league of cor- 
porate interests anxious to exploit 
the treasury which Rutherford and 
Cross yzuarded faithfully If such a 
public enquiry as that which they in- 
stituted concerning their. own = ad- 
ministration were applied unto. the 
question of how their ministry’s down- 
fall was secured, it would amaze some 
observers if that defeat were not 
shown to have been procred by un- 
due influence on persons elected to 
support true ministers of the people. 

The worst that can be truly said 
against Rutherford and Cross is*that 
they were apparently innocent of the 
degree of ineptitude, an opinion which 
would readily arise among the de- 
bauchees of politics from the mere 
openness and straightforwardness and 
simplicity of thoroughly righteous ad- 
ministrators. It is true that some- 
thing may lie hidden, It is conceiv- 
able that the early future may re- 
veal points discreditable to men who 
now stand apparently quite guiltless 
But in the meantime it appears prob- 
able that a parcel of bought bolters 
have upset a ministry which ought to 
have been dear to Alberta. This im- 
pression will have to be modified if 
Mr. Cross consent to become a licut- 
enant of Mr. Arthur Sifton, and if the 
new premier be then sustained by 
the rebels. 

Sir Wilfrid Laurier is going West. 
His) genius for conciliation may 
smooth out the tangle of his party’s 
affairs at Emonton. If he fall, if 
Cross go into opposition, as he would 
be justified in doing, then one may 
confidently add Alberta to the list 
of provinces once overwhelmingly 
Liberal, that have turned away from 
that faith and joined . the strange 
Tory-Radical association so ably 
managed in Ontario by Sir James 
Whitney.

COMMISSION HAS 
WIDER POWER NOW 


Railway Regulation Provided for 
in Recent Act of United 
States Congress 


COURT OF COMMERCE 


It Will Hear All Appeals From 
Interstate Commerce 
Commission 


Washington, June 8—The “high 
spots” in the railroad Dill as it passed 
the senate may be described as fol 
lows: 

The bill provides for the-creation 
of a new “court of commerce,” for 
the consideration exclusively of ap- 
peals from orders of the interstate 
commerce commission. ‘he court is 
to consist of five judges, to sit in 
Washington. ‘Their powers are to be 
co-ordinate with the judges of the 
federal circuit court.. They are to re- 
ceive the same pay and emoluments 
and are to be appointed in, the first 
instances by the president for terms 
respectively of one, two, three, four 
and five years. Each, as he retires, to 
take up the work of a circuit judge, 
is to be succeeded by a designation 
from the Circuit bench, these and oth- 
er. vacancies to be filled by appoint- 
ment by the chief justice of the su- 
preme court. 

While the offices of the court are to 


be in Washington, and regular ses- | 


sions are to be held there, provision 
is made for sittings anywhere in the 
United States. 
Rules for Appeals 

The government, rather than the in- 
terstate commerce commission, is 
made the defendant in all cases com- 
ing befo.e the court, but the commis- 
sion is permitted to intervene, as are 
other interested parties The defence 
is placed under the direction of the 
attorney general, but the commission 
and interested parties are permited 
to have counsel and to carry on tlic 
suit in case of the failure of ihe at- 
torney general to do so.: Appeals 
may be taken to the Supreme court. 

The long and short haul provision 
of the present interstate commerce 
law can be amended so as to permit 
a greater charge for a short haul than 
for a long haul only with the con- 
sent of the interstate commerce con:- 
mission. Especial provision is made 
against the fixing of a lower rate for 
the purpose of destroying water com- 
petition 

Railroad companies are required to 
furnish written statements of rates 
from one place to another under a 
penalty of $250 for misstatement or 
for failure to.comply with such ap- 
plication. In addition, the shipper 
could bring a suit for additional dain- 
ages. 

Act on Its Own Initiative 

Either upon complaint or upon its 


own initiative the commission is au- 
thorized to determine the reasonable 
ness of individual or joint rates or 
classification and if-such rates are 
found to be unjustifiable, discrimina- 
tory, preferential, or ‘prejudicial, the 
commission is authorized to deter- 
mine and prescribe a proper maxi- 
muni rate, 


Rates reduced to meet water com- 
petition must not be restored unless 
after a hearing by the commission to 
determine whether conditions have 
changed otherwise than by the elim- 
ination of the water :competition. 


Unless set aside by a competent 
court, orders of the commission are 
to continue in force for two years. 
The commission is also given author- 
ity to investigate the propriety of a 
new rate, regulation, or classification, 
individual or joint, of any commion 
carrier, and pending such hearing a 
suspension for ten months of the rate, 
classification, or regulation is pro- 
vided for. ‘The carrier is required to 
refund all charges found to be exces- 
sive, 
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May Designate Route 

Authority is given the commission 
to establish through routes and joint 
classifications and to prescribe miaxi- 
mum rates over the same whenever 
the carriers themselves neglect to do 
so. This regulation also covers water 
lines which are connecting - carriers 

Shippers are given the right to des- 
ginate a through route or part of a 
route over which their property shall 
be carried. 

A penalty of $5,000 is imposed upon 
carriers for disclosing any informa- 
tion concerning shipments. A. like 
penalty is provided for violation of 
orders under section 15 of the existing 
interstate commerce law and in this 
case each day that the violation con- 
tinues is to be construed as a sep- 
arate offense. 

At intervals of six months the com- 
mission is required to make an analy- 
sis of the ‘tariffs and classilicaticns, 
and to investigate the advisability of 
a uniform : classification.

The only provision in the bill ap- 
plicable to other than railroad cor- 
porations is one regulating injunc- 
tions by the federal courts, which sus- 
pend the operation of state laws. 

It is provided that such action shall 
be taken only when presented to a 
justice of the supreme court or a cir- 
cuit judge, and heard by three judges, 
one of whom shall be a supreme 

ourt justice or a Circuit court judge.

The raising of cork is one of the 
latest experiments of the United 
States Agricultural Department, Two 
oak have been planted, fifteen hun- 
thousand one-year seedlings of cork- 
dred of them in the Santa Barbara 
National Forest and five hundred in 
the Monteroy National Forest in 
southern California.

FINLAY PRESEN ‘S 
CANADIAN CASE 


Arbitration of Fisheries Dispute 
With States Now Under 
Way at the Hague 

\ 

London, June S8—At the Hague ar- 
bitration on the Newfoundland _fish- 
eries dispute between Canada and nthe 
Unitetd States yestérday, Sir Robert 
Finlay showed the matter for arbitra- 
tion turned upon seven questions con- 
cerning the interpretution of the trea- 
ty of 1818. Finlay argued that (1) 
Britain could regulate these fisheries 
without the co-operation of the Uzit- 
ed States; (2) could forbid employ- 
sient of non-American citizens on fish- 
erics; (3) collect customs and other 
dutics on vessels; (4) freely define 
what territorial waters formed a bay; 
bay; and (6) deprive fishing: vessels of 
(5) forbid fishing in a Newfoundland 
commercial privileges. 

He gave a long hitsorical review of 
the question showing the United 
States itself was contrary in its pres- 
ent attitude and had considered as 
bays territorial waters, the encrance 
to which was more than six nautical 
miles in width. He then quoted dip- 
lomatic documents rebutting ‘the as- 
sertion ‘that prior to the conclusion 
of the 1818 treaty Britain had already 
limited her urisdiction to three miles’ 
limit, including bays.
